Newton Manufacturing Company vs. H. & 
T. M. White. Assumpsit, from Newton. 


LOCHRANE, C. J. 


Where an action brought against a ecorpora- 
tion by its corporate name, was proceeding in, 
court, and such defendant pleaded that it 
was dormant, and not using its franchises 
conferred by its charter; and the evidence 
under such plea was rejected by the court, 
and the record shows that the corporation 
was created under the act of 1847 adopting 
the name of the “Newton Manufacturing 
Company,” and that by such name it had 
commenced business, and that one of the par- 
ties had purchased out and took sole control 
and ownership of the stock and property, and 
that under the same name, the business was 
continued after such purchase, the same 
agents remaining in the ordinary and accus- 
tomed discharge of duty, the books apper- 
tuining to the business, and brands or stamps 
cpon the manufactured goods being earried 
on unchanged. And that in the case before 
the court, certain cotton was procured for the 
Newton Manufacturing Company, contracted 
for by an agent in its name and received 
by it: 

Heip, That the fact of one becoming the 
owner of all the shares of stock and property 
of said company, did not, under the facts, 
render the corporation cormant, or forfeit 
the franchises of the company; and as long 
as the company, by its officers and agents or 
owner, carried on the business in the corpo- 


rae name ¢ wae mame liable to 
suit for all contracts made in its name, and 
ihe right of suit exists until the liability so 
incurred was discharged, and it was not error 
in the Court to disallow testimony whieh 
would have been neither pertinent nor ma- 
terial. 

Where, upon contract entered into for cot- 
ton, the party bad his election to require the 
return of the cotton at places specified, or 
payment.in money therefor, 

Herp, That ademan? for settlement, and 
refusal to pay for cotton, dispensed with 
any formal notice of elecjion, and constituted 
sufficient demand and notice before the insti- 
tution of suit to predicate the action.

vived, unless some good legal reason be 
shown why the dormant judgment cannot be 
revived ; that there was no error in the court 
below ih overruling the demurrer to the com- 
plainant’s bill, and that this Court will not 
control the discretion of tne court below on 
the statement of facts contained in the record, 
ju retaining the injunction until a trial can be 
had thereon.

Mujer L. H. MeIntosh,. Sacannah—Dran 
Sir: Yours of the 2d inst, at hand this 
morning, calling our attention to a notice of 
General Early’s letter, in the Morning News, 
and requesting us to correct the false impres- 
sion that notice was making. In compliance 
with your request, and as the best way to do 
it, we inclose you General Early’s letter, to 
which the Morning News refers, sent us by 
General Early himself, and a copy of his 
letter to us in answer to one he wrote to him 
for anexplanation of his letter. 

You will see, the General says, as I under- 
stand it, the association at Lexington eon- 
templates only decorating the tomb of Gen. 
Lee, at that place, and the chapel in which 
itis. This may be called a monument in one 
sense, but the use of the term in connection 
therewith, is calculated to muiglead. There is 
but one monument proposed in this State, 
and that is at Riciumond. This language on 
General Early’s part, is very remarkable, and 
shows very great ignorance of the facts of 
the case, or a self-purpose to injure the Lex- 
ington Association. Of course we cannot for 
& moment suppose the latter; he was too 
good and brave a soldier to stoop to anything 
of that sort. 

What are the facts? On the 14th of Janu- 
ary, 1870, the Lexingten Association was 
chartered by the Legislature of Virginia, W.
